Sir: The question of lynching in the South, 
while local in some of its aspects, has an im- 
portant bearing upon our national life and 
good repute, and is being discussed in all 
.sections of the country. 
out of. assaults upon women may well be 
treated as a class by themselves, justifying 
@ severity and promptness of treatment 


crime dealt with outside the law. 


‘Ings held in the North to give an impression 
that the stories are exaggerated; that real 
cases of outrage are few, and that innocent 
negroes are purposely accused from race 
prejudice, A careful study of the situation 
convinces us that such is not the case, and 
that the crime, as the generation of negroes 
who have grown up since the war has come 
into manhood, has beén and is on the in- 
creasé. The situation at the South is pe- 
culiar and difficult; the homes are scattered, 
and often remote from any neighbor, and 
that the head of the family cannot go away 
without apprehension that the women of his 
household may be assaulted is an intolerable 
state of things—one that no community 
should leave anything undone to put an end 
to. How to do it is the crying question. Long 
experience has shown the ordinary. proc- 
esses of law are inadequate and ineffective. 


under the methods of the courts and the long- 
established usages of the law, which, in 
their anxiety to protect the individual, have 
come to make conviction of a criminal ex- 
tremely slow and troublesome, is impossible. 
Lynching has been resorted to as the only 
alternative, and while doubtless Northern 
communities, under the same circumstances, ' 
would have done the same thing, the fact 
that innocent persons are sometimes killed, | 
that shocking exhibitions of brutal ferocity 
and cruelty occur, and that all disregard of 
law, especially where human life is: con- 
cerned, tends to'demoralize a people and put 
them backinto barbarism. make it most de- 
sirable that some means should be found to 
do away withit. What can be done? Where 
a law has been continuously, and systemat- 
ically disregarded and overridden in a com- 
munity for a long period of time it is safe to 
‘assume that it is inadequate and useless, 
and that such is the case as regards assaults 
on women in the South, and their punish- 
ment, is plainly evident, and the result is 
violence and lawles#ness. It has been sug- 
gested that an intermediate way might be 
devised, which, while preserving the forms 
and authority of law, would deal with the 
crime sharply and promptly, and serve asa 
bridge back to the old methods when cir- 
cumstances become more favorable. |

the spot. _ In case of doubt, the prisoner to 
be turned over to the Sheriff for further in- 
vestigation. This would be a rude form of 
justice, and such tribunals would doubtless 
make mistakes, but it is worth considering 
whether some such plan.would not be vastly 
better than what goes on now and seems 
sure to continue unless some remedy its de- 
vised. It would undoubtedly saye some inno- 
cent lives, would insure punishment undera 
sense of public responsibility by those who 
administer it, which cannot be the case with 
a mob, and would preserve to some extent 
respect for the law, which the mob always 
breaks down. Drumheéad courts have always 
been considered justified by the exceptional 
circumstances of war. We have here condi- 
tions which must be recognized.as excep- 
tional, and of an aggravated nature, It may 
be of use to discuss the question whether 
something like a drumhead court wi]! be use- 
ful under the circumstances. So far as we 
know, it is the only suggestion that has been 
made looking to an amelioration of a state 
of things which is a reproach to our civiliza- 
tion.
